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INTERNATIONALS  ENRICH  CAMPUS  LIFE 


A  visitor  to  Columbia  Seminary 
might  be  surprised  to  find,  amid  the 
beautiful  surroundings  of  a  Georgia 
campus,  international  students  and 
professors  from  around  the  world. 
Living  in  the  dormitories  and  apart- 
ments, attending  classes,  eating  in  the 
dining  hall  and  worshipping  in  the 
chapel  are  students  from  Korea,  Tai- 
wan, Indonesia,  Zambia,  Zaire, 
Malawi,  New  Zealand,  Brazil,  Nor- 
way, Jamaica,  Barbados,  and  Ger- 
many, and  professors  from  Scotland, 
Nigeria,  Korea,  and  Jamaica.  They 
bring  with  them  a  rich  understanding 
of  the  life  and  work  of  the  church  in 
other  parts  of  the  world  and  the  hope 
that  their  time  at  Columbia  will 
strengthen  their  ministries. 

For  the  seminary  community  these 
internationals  are  windows  to  a 
broader  world.  They  help  us  see  with 
new  eyes  both  the  church  in  other 
parts  of  the  world  and  the  church  in 
our  own  country.  Here  is,  for  exam- 
ple, Professor  J.  Omosade  Awolalu, 
an  Anglican  canon,  and  the  head  of 
the  Department  of  Religious  Studies, 
University  of  Ibadan,  Nigeria.  He  is 
teaching  at  Columbia  a  course  on 
"Islamic  Fundamentals  and  Its  Im- 
pact on  African  Christianity"  and  in 
the  Spring  Semester  a  course  on 
"Traditional  African  Religions."  Or 
here  is  a  pastor  of  a  four  thousand 
member  Presbyterian  Church  in 
Zambia,  with  many  government  lead- 
ers in  his  congregation,  participating 
in  seminary  classes  and  raising  ques- 
tions from  an  African  perspective.  Or 
here  are  two  young  Anglican  students 
the  top  graduates  last  year  of  their 
theological  school  in  Barbados. 

These  and  the  other  international 
students  and  professors  have  become 
an  important  part  of  the  seminary 
community  this  fall.  The  friendships

DEAN  CLARKE  ASSUMES  NEW  ROLE 

One  of  the  significant  actions  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  their  November 
Meeting  was  the  appointment  of  Dr. 
T.  Erskine  Clarke  to  the  position  of 
Associate  Professor  of  American  Re- 
ligious History  in  the  World  Context. 
This  new  faculty  position  will  link  the 
teaching  of  American  Religious  His- 
tory with  the  developing  program  at 
Columbia  in  international  theological 
education. 

Columbia  Seminary  is  grateful  for 
the  leading  role  Dr.  Clarke  has  taken 
in  implementing  the  program  in  inter- 
national theological  education  on  our 
campus.  We  look  forward  to  his  ex- 
panded leadership  in  this  vital  area  of 
mission  and  outreach. 

Dr.  Clarke  has  served  as  Dean  of 
Students  and  Adjunct  Professor  of 
Church  History  at  Columbia  since 
1973.  He  is  editor  of  Journal  for 
Preachers  and  is  author  of  the  award 


winning  book  Wrestliri  Jacob:  A  Por- 
trait of  Religion  in  the  Old  South. 
Dean  Clarke  served  for  three  years  as 
Pastor  of  the  Belton  Presbyterian  in 
Belton,  SC,  before  coming  to  serve  on 
the  staff  of  the  Seminary.  He  is  mar- 
ried to  the  former  Nancy  Warren  of 
Summerville,  SC.  The  Clarkes  are 
the  parents  of  two  daughters,  Legare 
and  Elizabeth. 


BOARD  RESPONDS  TO  CHALLENGES 

Dr.  Philips  has  given  the  highlights  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors Meeting  in  his  quarterly  article  FROM  THE 
PRESIDENT  below.  Other  reports  and  actions  included: 

*A  report  to  the  Board  by  President  Philips  of  two  tre- 
mendous challenges  that  have  been  offered  to  Colum- 
bia Seminary.  The  first  is  a  grant  of  $500,000  for 
Honor  Scholarships  from  an  anonymous  foundation 
upon  the  condition  that  $4,000,000  be  paid  to  the 
Seminary  through  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast  Cam- 
paign for  Excellence.  The  second  challenge  is  an  offer 
of  $1,000,000  by  a  ruling  elder  and  strong  supporter 
of  Columbia  upon  the  condition  that  we  secure  nine 
other  grants  of  $1,000,000. 

*A  commitment  by  the  Board  of  Directors  to  develop  a 
strategy  to  secure  the  gifts  necessary  to  obtain  the 
challenge  grants. 

*A  positive  report  on  the  joint  visit  of  the  Accredita- 
tion Team  representing  the  Association  of  Theological 
Schools  and  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  by  Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  Oscar  Hussel. 

*A  report  from  Treasurer  F.  Sidney  Anderson  that  the 
Seminary  had  a  good  year  from  the  standpoint  of 
finances,  ending  the  1981-82  Fiscal  Year  with  a 
credit  balance. 

*A  report  from  Director  of  Development  Richard 
Dodds  that  the  goal  of  $7,000,000  in  the  three  sup- 
porting Synods,  set  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  1976, 
is  within  $100,000  of  being  reached. 

*A  report  from  Dr.  Douglas  Hix,  Director  of  Ad- 
vanced Studies,  which  noted  that  44  new  students 
have  been  admitted  to  the  Doctor  of  Ministry  (in 
Ministry)  degree  program  bringing  the  total  number 
seeking  the  D.Min.  degree  to  136.

The  Board  of  Directors  met  No- 
vember 9-10  with  29  of  the  30  Direc- 
tors in  attendance,  including  6  newly 
elected  Directors.  A  full  schedule  of 
both  regular  and  special  agenda  items 
was  handled  during  the  two-day 
meeting. 

Professor  James  D.  Newsome,  Jr. 
was  inaugurated  as  Professor  of  Old 
Testament  Language,  Literature  and 
Exegesis.   Dean   Erskine  Clarke  was 


elected  as  Associate  Professor  of 
American  Religious  History  in  the 
World  Context.  He  will  also  serve  as 
Director  of  the  Internationalizing 
Theological  Education  program. 
Search  committees  were  authorized 
by  the  Board  to  seek  nominees  for 
faculty  positions  in  Worship  and 
Preaching,  Christian  Education  (with 
a  Youth  Ministry  emphasis)  and  a 
Dean  of  Students.  The  building  of  4 
new  student  apartments  and  the  re- 
modeling of  9  student  apartments  was 
approved. 

The  Toward  2000  Committee 
made  a  preliminary  report  to  the 
Board.  The  report  is  now  being  re- 
viewed with  the  expectation  that  it 
will  be  placed  in  its  final  form  by 
November,  1983.  A  special  presenta- 
tion by  Dr.  Richard  Dodds,  Director 


of  Development,  on  Planned  Giving 
was  received  with  appreciation. 

The  Administrative  Staff  was  com- 
mended for  effective  work.  The  re- 
cord enrollment,  the  financial  re- 
sources, the  support  of  Presbyterians 
in  our  constituency,  and  the  great  op- 
portunities for  the  future  were  all 
noted  as  significant  developments  in 
Columbia's  mission  and  work.

Mary  Boney  Sheats,  represent- 
ing the  Board  of  Directors,  led  the 
entering  class  in  the  traditional 
pledge,  first  taken  by  students  at 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary  in 
1817.

each  of  them  has  been  accepted  to 
begin  studies  at  Columbia  Seminary 
during  the  1982-83  academic  year. 

Well  over  one  hundred  men  and 
women  applied  for  admission  to  the 
various  programs  at  Columbia  for 
this  current  academic  year.  Of  this 
total  number  of  applicants,  over  sixty 
students  (including  transfers)  were 
accepted  into  the  Master  of  Divinity 
program,  and  four  were  accepted  into 
the  Master  of  Theological  Studies 
program.  A  brand  new  program  of 
study  offered  this  year  at  Columbia  is 
the  M.A.  in  Youth  Ministry.  Seven 
students  were  accepted  into  this  area 
of  study. 

The  students  accepted  into  all  pro- 
grams come  from  fifteen  states.  Over 
fifty  percent  of  our  new  students  have 
recently  graduated  from  college,  and 
women  comprise  approximately  one- 
quarter  of  this  incoming  group  of 
students.

THE  SUPERVISED  INTERNSHIP:  A  CELEBRATED  PARTNERSHIP 


Pew  Carruthers,  Director  oj  Supervised  Min-

Since  the  earliest  days  of  Columbia 
Seminary,  its  students  have  engaged 
in  ministry  while  preparing  for  minis- 
try. In  those  days  when  few  if  any 
students  had  their  own  transporta- 
tion, classes  resumed  on  Tuesday 
mornings  leaving  Mondays  free  for 
traveling  back  to  the  seminary  after 
spending  the  weekend  as  preacher, 
teacher,  and  pastor  somewhere  miles 
away.  Many  churches  in  Georgia,  Al- 
abama, Florida  and  South  Carolina 
owe  their  very  existence  to  this  part- 
nership between  seminary  and 
church.  Indeed  many  seminarians 
owed  their  financial  and  experiential

existence  to  these  churches  which  de- 
pended on  the  seminary  for  student 
leadership.  Mutuality  characterized 
such  partnership. 

Today  the  partnership  continues 
though  in  different  form.  The  super- 
vised internship  celebrates  an  ex- 
change of  services.  In  exchange  for 
the  ministerial  services  of  a  seminar- 
ian, the  church  provides  the  class- 
room for  learning  and  the  commit- 


ment to  supervise  that  learning. 
Mutuality  continues  to  characterize 
the  partnership. 

Two  types  of  interships  exist — one 
is  the  10-week  Summer  Internship 
(SM210)  which  is  a  required  course 
for  all  M.Div.  and  D.Min.  candidates 
and  is  normally  taken  after  the  semi- 
narian has  completed  one  year  of 
study. 

Increasing  are  the  numbers  of  Co- 
lumbia seminarians  who  choose  or  are 
recommended  by  professional  assess- 
ment for  a  second  type — a  Year  of 
Internship  in  Ministry  under  Supervi- 
sion. Motivations  vary  from  a  general 
desire  for  maturity  and  additional  ex- 
perience to  more  specific  awareness  of 
needs  to  work  on  particular  skills  de- 
velopment e.g.  preaching,  teaching, 
and  pastoral  care.  All  CTS  intern- 
ships are  structured  to  help  the  bud-

ding  ministers  deepen  and  expand 
their  identity  as  religious  leaders  and 
their  vision  and  understanding  of  the 
church  and  her  mission  and  ministry 
in  and  to  community  and  world. 

The  seminary  intern  and  supervis- 
ing pastor  are  trained  to  give  and  re- 
ceive feedback  related  to  learning 
objectives  which  are  set  forth  at  the 
beginning  of  each  internship  in  a  doc- 
ument known  as  the  learning  cove- 
nant. Weekly  supervisory  conferences 
between  intern  and  supervisor  form 
the  backbone  of  supervised  learning.

In  addition,  lay  committees  are 
formed  to  provide  support  and  feed- 
back for  the  seminary  intern.  Very 
important  to  the  overall  intent  of  the 
CTS  internship  is  the  model  which  it 
provides  for  learning  support,  feed- 
back, and  ministry  which  is  geared  to 
a  common  set  of  goals  and  objectives. 
We  believe  that  working  interdepen- 
dent^ through  covenants  with  church 
officers  and  congregations  in  this  way 
will  increase  satisfaction  and  cer- 
tainly make  for  healthier  communica- 
tion between  minister  and  people  of 
congregations  which  these  interns  will 
serve  as  ministers  in  just  a  few  short 
years. 

The  future  of  supervised  intern- 
ships includes  a  recognition  on  the 
part  of  the  seminary  for  increasing  its 
ability  to  match  funds  with  the  small 
church  which  could  otherwise  not  call 
an  intern  due  to  financial  strains.  Pro- 
viding ever  expanding  internship  op- 
portunities such  as  partnerships  with 
the  Division  of  International  Mission 
and  the  Office  of  World  Service/ 
World  Hunger  will  increase  the  expe- 
rience and  vision  which  Columbia 
graduates  will  eventually  give  back  to 
the  church. 

From  the  early  days  to  the  present 
and  even  daring  to  project  into  the 
future,  mutuality  has  and  will  charac- 
terize Columbia  Seminary's  intern- 
ship program.  Truly  a  partnership  to 
celebrate!

KOREAN  PASTORS  CONFERENCE  ON  CAMPUS

Columbia  added  another  "first"  to 
its  list  with  a  Continuing  Education 
Conference  for  Korean  Pastors  in 
August. 

The  three  week  study  period  was 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Continuing 
Education  Institute  for  Ministry  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Korea, 
The  Division  of  International  Mission 
of  GAMB  and  Columbia.  About  two 
years  ago  the  Korean  Church  estab- 
lished a  compulsory  continuing  edu- 
cation program  for  all  ministers  who 
have  served  the  church  more  than  ten 
years  after  graduation  from  seminary, 
to  be  carried  out  by  an  institute  di- 
rected by  Dr.  Hyung  Tae  Kim  (for- 
mer Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Korea).  Columbia  was  designated  as 
one  place  where  such  education  could 
occur  and  twenty-two  pastors  at- 
tended the  first  conference. 

The  curriculum  was  designed  by 
Dr.  Kim  and  Dean  Hussel.  The 
faculty  consisted  of  pastors  of  Ameri- 
can (3)  and  Korean  congregations  in 
the  U.S.  (3),  of  GAMB  staff  (4),  a 
Presbytery  executive,  and  5  Columbia 


professors.  This  also  is  a  first. 

Except  for  native  Koreans  no  one 
on  the  faculty  spoke  Korean  and  the 
Korean  pastors  had,  in  their  phrase, 
little  English.  Everything  that  oc- 
curred, from  opening  worship  to  clos- 
ing banquet  speeches,  was  translated 
so  that  all  was  heard  both  in  English 
and  Korean. 

Dr.  Kim,  who  has  had  wide  experi- 
ence in  church  meetings  around  the 
world,  said  this  was  the  first  time  a 
person  speaking  only  an  Oriental  lan- 
guage could  understand  everything 
done  at  a  conference. 

Evaluations  show  that  the  pastors 
learned  much  from  us  through  lec- 
tures, trips,  discussions,  and  re- 
sources. For  example,  it  was  the  first 
time  most  of  them  had  heard  a 
woman  preach.  But  those  of  us  who 
worked  with  them  know  that  we 
learned  even  more  from  their  pene- 
trating questions  about  church  life  in 
America,  from  their  warm  Christian 
spirit,  and  from  their  openness  with 
strangers,  where  our  only  prior  tie 
was  our  oneness  in  Christ.

EVANGELISM  CONFERENCE  EXCEEDS  RECORD 


Dr.  Russell  Hale,  professor  at  Lu- 
theran Theological  Seminary  in  Get- 
tysburg, Pennsylvania,  helped  us 
identify  the  vast  community  of  the 
unchurched.  Strikingly,  only  6%  of 
those  outside  the  church  are  unbeliev- 
ers. Ninety-four  percent  of  the  un- 
churched have  a  vague,  undifferenti- 
ated faith,  impeded  by  frustration, 
confusion,  and  sometimes  a  great 
amount  of  pain  inflicted  by  sincere, 
but  insensitive  church  persons. 

The  featured  speakers  and  the 
workshops  had  a  dynamic  impact 
upon  those  who  participated  in  the 
conference.  In  their  evaluations  of  the 
conference,  they  said  things  like:  "I 
received  a  renewed  faith  in  the  Pres- 
byterian Church.  I  sensed  the  Holy 
Spirit  moving  among  the  leadership 
and  the  laity,  sparking  a  new  commit- 
ment to  Christ  and  the  task  of  intro- 
ducing others  to  Him." 

"In  this  conference  I  realized  effec- 
tive witnessing  does  not  require  my 
having  a  complete  knowledge  of 
scripture  to  offer  to  prospective 
Christians.  Rather,  I  must  offer  them 
friendship,  a  listening  ear,  and  the 
basics  of  Christ's  love  and  grace." 

The  above  responses  are  but  a  few 
from  the  scores  of  persons  who  af- 
firmed the  worth  and  value  of  this 
conference.
